road ties. 
He bad been in two railroad 
accidents before this one and knew what 
the sensation portended. Realizing that 
an accident was about to occur, he jumped 
from bis seat with tbe intention of m aking 
his escape, when the train seemed to come 
to a standstill or go very slowly. 
He 
thought it was all right and so sat down 
again. Then without a m oment’s warning 
that anything further was to occur, the car 
seemed to leap into space and then came a 
terrible crash. 
For a m oment lie was 
stunned and scarcely knew whether he was 
dead or alive. 
H e tried to move but found 
he could not budge au inch. 
He noticed 
with great alarm that a tire had broken 
out at the farther end of the coach. 
He 
struggled with all his strength to free him ­ 
self and screamed for hgjp. but there was 
no one at hand to help him . It was a tim e 
of m ental torture, but still he could not 
help noticing an ol.l couple who were four 
seats above him . They sought to get out.

so as to cover his eyes and hide the dread­ 
ful view from approaching death. At this 
tim e the railroad bridge above him was one 
mass of lire, and heavy burning tim bers 
were falling alt about him .

N ew Y ork. February 7th.— f.ittle else is 
tallied of at political headquarters besides 
tbe iortbeom ing banquet of the Republi­ 
can Club on Saturday evening next, at Del- 
m on icos. 
The reason is ostensibly to 
commemorate the anniversary of Lincoln's 
birthday, but in reality it is to afford prom ­ 
inent Republican leaders an opportunity to 
open up the next Presidential campaign.

significant will be tbe presence of both the 
Sherm ans, tbe Senator and General. 
Be­ 
hind these possible candidates, a dark 
horse is distinctly visible in tbe person of 
Cbauncey M. Dcpew, the only stum bling- 
block to whose possible candidacy is the 
fact of being President of one of tbe 
wealthiest and most powerful railroad cor­ 
porations in the country. 
He would be 
likely to draw the tire of the Knights of 
Labor. 
S e c r e ta r y M a n n in g 's F is h e r y H ill. 
W ashington*, February 7 th —The fol­ 
lowing are the m aterial points in the draft 
of the bill subm itted by Secretary M an­ 
ning. The bill is entitled "An Act to en­ 
able the President to defend and protect 
the rights and privileges of vessels of the 
United States.” 
The preamble sets furih 
the cause for complaint and necessity for 
tbe proposed legislation, and tbe bill goes 
on to provide that whenever the President 
shall be satisfied that vessels of the United 
States are by British or Canadian authori­ 
ties denied any rights or privileges to 
which they are entitled, lie shall, in his 
disiration, lawfully close by proclamation 
all ports of the United States against all 
vessels owned by subjects ut tier Britannic 
Majesty, except such asare in distress. Ves­ 
sels violating this provision shall be seized 
and forfeited, and persons violating any 
proclamation made in pursuance of this 
Act shall be deemed guilty of misdemean- 
er, and on conviction thereof shall be lined 
in a sum not exceeding $1.000 or im prison­ 
m ent not exceeding two years, or both. 
The bill also provides for the appointm ent 
ot a Commissioner, whose duty it shall be 
to take testimony relative to losses and in­ 
juries inflicted since December 31, ltvs5, by 
British authorities upi 11 citizens of the 
United States engaged in fisheries 011 the 
northeast coast of British North America. 
A F 4>*liery H ill I n tr o d u c e d in C o n g r e s s. 
W ashington, February 7th.—Reed of 
Maine introduced a bill to protect the fish­ 
eries of the United States. The bill pro­ 
vides for the seizure and forfeiture of any 
vessel found taking fish w ithin three m a­ 
rine miles of the coast of the United States, 
and it further provides that if any person 
of such vessel is found taking fish within 
the lim it named, he shall be subject to a 
fine of $50 for each offense, and the vessel 
upon which he is employed shall be '.ab­ 
ject as a lieu tor ihe penalty. The Secre­ 
tary of tbe Treasury is empowered to remit 
or m itigate the penalty if it is discovered 
that such was incutred w ithout willful vi­ 
olation of law.

The trial of the case of the People against 
Milton M cW horter was resumed at 1:30 
r. m. in Department Two of the Superior 
Court yesterday. 
The first business was 
tfie recall of tbe defendant to the stand. 
He testified that lie had nothing to do with 
eontain- 
_ 
in to 
either the tatter or his wife, and to his 
knowledge no person connected with his 
office had done so. 
The prosecution then called L. S. Cal­ 
kins. one i,f the publishers of the Nevada 
Trunnnijil, who produced a copy of his 
journal of June 6, 1886, containing an ac­ 
count of the burning of a house of ill- 
fame in 
Nevada City, known 
as 
the 
* Brown House.” 
The article was read by 
General H art and offered in evidence. 
It 
stated that the only inmates of the place at 
the tim e ut lie lire were a couple of wo­ 
men. 
W itness’ recollection was that bis 
paper regularly exchanged with the M arys­ 
ville Detnoerai. 
On cross-examination witness said that a 
fire occurred near a house of i IF fame in 
Nevada City in January. 1886. 
It was re­ 
ported at tliat tim e that T. G. Robinson 
was seen running out of the house of d i­ 
fame at that time. 
W itness was satisfied 
that at th at tim e Mr. Robinson was in 
Nevada City. 
On redirect exam ination, witness said 
tliat tlie people of Nevada had not a very 
high adm iration for Robinson or any of the 
anti-debris agents. This prejudice grew 
out of tbe character of most cf the men 
sent there on that business. 
He did not 
think 
anything 
severe 
had been said 
against any of them without foundation. 
Recross : Some people there liked Robin­ 
son ; they thought he was a good man lor 
the kind ot work lie was engaged in. He 
could not say as a fact that he knew why 
some people liked Mr. Robinson ; it was 
only hearsay. 
Judge S. C. Denson, being called hy the 
prosecution, testified to having known T. 
G. Robinson, and that his reputation for 
honesty and integrity was good. 
W itness 
is one of the attorneys for Sacramento 
county in its anti-debris litigation. The 
deceased acted diligently in serving papers 
in the Hobson suit. 
So far as witness 
knew, Robinson had nothing to do with 
the American river mines except to serve 
the papers referred to. 
C. E. Sexey had 
nothing to do with that litigation, so iar as 
witness knew. 
The defense called U. M. Myers, who was 
a witness to the attray resulting in the 
death of Robinson. 
W itness was tbe first 
to try to separate the defendant mid de­ 
ceased. 
A written statem ent was read to 
him , and he was asked if he had made the 
statem ent therein contained to Judge Crad­ 
dock and C. E. Wilcoxson. 
W itness said 
he m ight have done so, but could not say. 
His statem ent was written down at the 
tim e and read to hint, hut be could not re­ 
m em ber w hether or not he had said it was 
correct. 
On cross-examination witness «aid his 
testim ony given on the stand in this case 
was true. 
Mr. Johnson—In your statem ent to these 
gentlemen did you deliberately lie 7 
W itness—In some things I did not, aud 
in others 1 may have done so.

W itness said he had been em ­ 
ployed as an agent by tbe Supervisors of 
Sutter county. 
Is acquainted with Sexey, 
and knew T. G. Robinson. The latter was 
engaged in watching mines, and was wit­ 
ness' imm ediate superior. W itness was 
employed 
about 
forty-three 
days, ami 
passed most ot his time in the vicinity of 
t he Backbone mine, and to watch the 
North Bloomfield. 
Robinson instructed 
witness to be vigilant in watching the 
m ines; saw Robinson half a dozen tim es; 
never knew him to tell his subordinates to 
allow tbe mines to run ; was never perm it­ 
ted to enter the mine. 
Cross-examined: 
Was very little with 
Robinson ; do not know what he may have 
done, or have said to others; only know 
wbat bis instructions to witness were. 
A. S. Hopkins, called by v,t> prosecution, 
said the reputation of A. F. La shells, when 
he left the railroad employ, some eleven 
years ago, was bad.

On cross-examination witness said he 
could not say whom lie had heard discuss 
the reputation of Lashells. The latter had 
owed witness m oney at several times, but 
always paid him . 
A. J. Stevens was railed and questioned 
regarding Lashells' general reputation for 
honesty, integrity and truthfulness. 
W it­ 
ness said that at the shops he did not think 
it wn9 good.

A. Atkinson was recalled by tbe defense. 
W itness beard a conversation on Saturday 
between Spencer ami defendant M cW hor­ 
ter. a tib e Sta'e House. 
W itness testified 
that Spencer did sav that ho told Robinson 
tbc latter was not doing his duty in allow­ 
ing the tjuaker Hill ruine to run, and Rob­ 
inson thereupon became angry and made 
an effort as if to draw his pistol, and 
Spencer told Robinson ce was enough for 
him . 
Robinson discharged Spencer after 
that. 
On cross-examination, witness testified 
to substantially the same facts as in his 
direct testimony. 
F. J. Clark, of the State Controller’s 
office, was called by the defense to prove 
that witness was present in M cW horter's 
ceil during the conversation between tbe 
defendant and E. A. Forbes, on tbe day 
following tbe death of Robinson. W itness 
said he was present when a gentlemen

The defense here announced that tw o

T H E F IS H E R Y QUESTION. 


Secretary M anning’s letter on the fishery 
question throws much light upon the sub­ 
ject. 
It is clear that, after all, our action 
is not wholly retaliatory—-we have simply 
withdrawn, as it isspecificd we may do, from 
the compact of 1330. 
On the other hand, 
the Canadians, by legislation, closed their 
ports to onr fishing vessels seeking to trade 
and authorizing their seizure. The United 
States has uniformly refused to concede 
th a t the treaty of 1818 authorises such 
legislation, and here is where the pinch 
comes. 
If we now exclude Canada from 
fishery trade with us, there will lie hard­ 
ship worked upon our own dealers, hut it 
will be of short duration and not affect 
large interests, for the Canadians will not 
consent to a total sacrifice of their trade 
with us, and it is lielter to suffer some­ 
w hat ourselves by interdicting all traffic 
with Cauoda for a time, in order to bring 
the Canadians to their senses. 
In 188(1 we 
imported of dutiable fish from Canada the 
value of hut $11,105,382. 
T hat was sub­ 
sequent to the abrogation of the W ashing­ 
ton treaty. " In 1884, while it was in force, 
we imported but $3,873,7911, including 
$1,500,000 worth of fresh fish not dutiable 
under the general tari if schedules. 
Can­ 
ada, in 18S0, bought of us $213,794 worth 
of fish, so that our net importation, free 
and dutiable, was 
for that 
year lmt 
$1,903,000, of which $892,000 only paid 
duty. 
Canada sends us, says Bradstreefx, 
wore value in hen’s eggs than in fish by 
$800,000. 
Her lumber export exceeds 
largely the fish values we receive, and it is 
likewise true of her outjuit of barley. The 
fish trade, in fact, amounts to hut aliout 2 
per cent. 
The screw that is t^ b e applied 
to Canada, if at all, tbeicforo relates to the 
98 per cent, of trade otherwise represented. 
S j far, therefore, as punishing Canada 
through her fish trade, by cutting off all 
traffic in it is concerned, she would bo able 
“ to stand i t ” easily, and continue in her 
exclusive policy, and to search our vessels 
‘ liovering” near the fishing banks she 
claims exclusively. 
Bui if we prohibit all 
commerce from Canadian soil to ours, the 
case will lie a very different one, and the 
Canadians must yield. 


THE UNIVERSITY BILL 


The University hill went to its third 
reading in the Assembly yesterday. 
It 
will now be returned to the Senate for con­ 
currence iu a slight amendment, 
it wav 
he considered, therefore, as practically 
passed. 
The bill provides a fixed rate for 
the support of the State University, and 
thus takes it out of the Legislature as a 
suppliant at each session for assistance. 
T his emancipation of the 1 niversitv is 
cause for 
rejoicing 
among its sincere 
friends, and reflects credit upon the pres­ 
ent Legislature th at will remain when its 
other acts shall have laded from memory 
The hill gives the University th at freedom 
from doubt concerning its permanency so 
essential to the full evoluliou of its p u r­ 
poses. 
it will quicken tn new life every 
worker related to the institution, since 
they will now realize that their lalwrs are 
not for a brief time, and th at nothing 
worthy of all they accomplish for the U ni­ 
versity will bo lost to the State or coming 
generations. 
As it isa trium ph for higher 
education, an indorsement by the people of 
the whole scheme of the institution, we 
may look for the more rapid advancement 
of this chief school of the commonwealth, 
and for new interest to be taken in it by 
the people, every one of whom who pays a 
single dollar of tax will realize that it is his 
or her school, and that its prosperity is de­ 
pendent upon such equal contribution, and 
th at each has a personal interest in its 
destiny._________________________ 


N E W AGENTS OF DESTRUCTION. 


If with the close of w inter there should 
be war iu KurojK*, as now appears probable, 
it will be more deadly and hence briefer 
than anv preceding conflict between na­ 
tions in arms. 
Chemical science has come 
to the aid of peace, and by the invention 
of new destructive agents, rendered the 
lad in g of men and destruction of property 
to settle the disputes of rotors less diffi­ 
cult, and, therefore, long continuation of 
war less probable, 
bjrance is said to be 
possessed of knowieáge of a new chemical 
agent beside which the destructive force of 
dvnam ite is trivial. 
T he m elinite shell, 
it is said, can be thrown from any piece of 
an illerv or mortar, and does havoc far 
wider in extent a n d n u re terrible in re ­ 


sult than any explosive now in use. 
In 
addition she is experim enting with a 
smokeless rifle powder which will place 
armies at the mercy of those who use it. 
A laxly of riflemen under cover, with this 
new powder can mow down advancing lines 
without disclosing their own jiosition, and 
thus will be jiossessed of immense stragetic 
advantage. 
On the other hand Germany 
has a new explosive th at is called roburite, 
which, it is claimed, easts m elinite as far in 
the shade as the latter puts dynamite. 
It 
is exploded only by subjection to intense 
heat, and this is obtained in the shell by 
devices that evolve it while the missile is 
in transit to the scene where it is to burst. 
Once there it explodes w ith such terrific 
effect as to prostrate all w ithin a quarter 
of a mile of the point where the shell 
strikes. 
There is doubtless a good deal of 
exaggeration in these claims, hut it is cer­ 
tain th at scientific research is rapidly 
bringing war to that stage when large hos­ 
tile bodies of men will seldom be able to 
approach w ithin such distance of each 
other as to use such arms as rifles. 
W hen 
th at comes to pass the need for large 
armies will cease, and war will lie reduced 
to casting of deadly explosives long dis­ 
tances by a few expert artillerym en, witli 
the result of such destruction to pnqierlv, 
and such havoc among lives of those not in 
arms—dwellers in towns and cities—that 
hum anity will compel speedy settlement of 
disputes between nations. 
^ ^ ------------- 
A fter all, the “ m arriage ” of the Van 
Zandt girl to Spies, the condemned A nar­ 
chist, by proxy, turns out to lie illegal. 
T he laws of Illinois require a license to be 
issued, and prior thereto the Clerk of the 
county is required to exam ine both parties 
to the contract, under oath, as to age, and 
such witnesses as he deems necessary. This 
was not done in this case, and hence there 
was no lawful m arriage. 
But though the 
license did not issue, say the Van Zandts, 
there was a contract signed and exchanged. 
Still the Justice of the Peace falsified his 
certificate, for he cannot certify th at lie 
m arried Spies and N ina Van Zandt under 
a 
license 
duly 
issued. 
If he 
m ar­ 
ried 
any 
persons 
by 
ceremony 
they 
were N ina Van Zandt and the man who 
stood beside her in the mock ceremony— 
for it was nothing less. 
M arriage hv con­ 
tract is of no effect w ithout consummation. 
■The claim is made that custom establishes 
m arriage by proxy, hut the authorities do 
not show th at such custom has obtained in 
this country nor elsewhere. 
The “ proxy 
m arriage ” of Napoleon and M arie Louisa 
was hut a betrothal ceremony ; they were 
thereafter m arried witli due ceremonial. 
N either church nor state have given coun­ 
tenance to proxy marriage, and in all cases 
recorded of proxy ceremony there was sub­ 
sequently a real m arriage ceremonial in 
the presence of both parties. 


T h e New York Tribune very clearly 
point-’ out who Avill be the real sufferers 
under the interstate commerce law. 
They 
will not he railroad people and stockhold­ 
ers, except incidentally owing to the dis­ 
turbed conditions of trade, but the passen­ 
gers and shippers will bear the burdens. 
Out of them must come the operating ex­ 
penses of the roads ; settlement will be re­ 
tarded, and, as the Tribune remarks, the 
Pacific coast will suffer most severely be­ 
cause it is most distant from the great cen­ 
ters of trade. 
The through rates which 
have given this coast entry to the Eastern 
markets and afforded it quick transit for 
domestic imports, will be increased, and as 
a consequence consumption must liear the 
augmented cost of supplies, while produce 
must cense to go out to a general market. 
T he business th at has been done at “ bot­ 
tom rates” will he the first to feel the effect 
of the law, and next in order the interior 
or non-m etropolitan traders will find their 
advantages cut off 
The onlv compensa­ 
tion in the m atter is the certainty that 
reaction will follow enforcement of the 
law, and voice a demand for the repeal of 
the short and long haul clause.

I 
im agine a father’s feelings w hen he comes 
home, tired out looking for work, an d hears his 
children crying for bread. If he finds w ork for 
a iiiiarter and half a dollar less th an the stand­ 
ard wages, hasn’t lie a light to tak e it? .babor 
is right, bnt sometimes it is oppressive. You 
m ust take into consideration th at th is com ­ 
plainant might have left his hom e this m orning 
w ithout a cent in the house or w ithout hreak- 
fnst. 
If he gets a job, w hy should you knock 
him dow n and beat him ? His wile probably 
aw aits his coining hom e to buy som ething to 
e at for herself am i little ones. Did th at ever 
occur to you? 
And the offender replied, “ No, sir, I 
never thought of that.” 
T his simply 
illustrated the new doctrine held by those 
of the “ labor organizations,” th at tho;e not 
of them have no right to work at all. 


W h a t do the labor agitators in New 
York fear that they meet in mass assembly 
and protest against fostering the organized 
m ilitia ? 
The citizen soldiers of the Re­ 
public ¡8 never called upon to oppress any 
one; their service is uniformly devoted to 
enforcement of the laws. 
But that i- pre­ 
cisely what the New York strikers do not 
want. Their acts are lawless, and it is 
therefore not surprising th at they ask for 
the citizen soldierv to be disc uragej. 


“ A ny attem pt to overturn the law of 
competition for any long time, in any 
trade, is sure to fail,” says an Eastern con­ 
temporary. 
And for that reason, if for no 
other, the interstate commerce law will 
fail. 
It will prove 
true, also, in the 
tase of the coal-handlcrs’ strike at the 
East. 
Men will not, w ithout resisting, be 
driven back to th at prim al condition an­ 
tedating orgauized 
society, when 
the 
natural right of each depended upon the 
individual defense of each. 


A n o t h e r dynamite 
assault 
upon a 
strcet-car iu San Francisco broke the mo­ 
notony of Sunday evening in tire m etrop­ 
olis. 
The ease with which assassins make 
these assaults and escape detection is the 
only cause for wonder. 
We have long 
since ceased to marvel at the passivity of 
the p eople ot San Francisco in the face of 
these frequent outrages.

THE GENERAL FILE. 
The general lile this m orning consisted of 
eighteen pages containing 188 Dills and 3 special 
orders. On th e snecial fiie were some sixty-five 
relict hills. M atthews of T eham a m oved that 
they all be transferred to th e general file. Cur­ 
ried. 
H enrv of Butte arose to a question of inquiry 
as to w hat was the reason the Committee on Cor­ 
porations refused to obey the m andate of the 
House of Saturday. 
The Speaker ordered th e C hairm an of the 
com m ittee to return th e bills forthw ith. 
M atthews of T eham a presented petitions from 
nineteen school districts of his county, asking 
the Legislature to enact laws requiring instruc­ 
tions to be given in the public schools regarding 
the evils o f alcoholic stim ulants. 
THAT UNIVERSITY TAX. 
S. B. 49, an Act to provide for th e perm anent 
support of the University o f C alifornia by the 
levy of a rate of taxation and the creation of a 
fund therefor, cam e up on th e th ird reading file. 
B ricrly’s am endm ent, calling for un expendi­ 
ture ol 50 per cent, of this fund in perm anent 
im provem ents, was the subject of discussion 
nearly the entire afiem oon. 
Brierly, in support 
of his motion, spoke for nearly an hour, and re­ 
viewed the w orkings of th e U niversity from its 
foundation down to the present tim e. His criti­ 
cism of th e present Board of Regents and their 
predecessors was severe, and he charged them 
w ith gross m ism anagem ent o f th e funds o f the 
State w hich had been placed at th eir disposal. 
He said, notw ithstanding the large am ount of 
money they had used, th e U niver-ity was not 
progressive, bu t retrogressive. The graduates 
from the U niversity, w hich employs th irty p ro ­ 
fessors and assistants, were as follows : 1871, 
SI- 1875. 2.8; 1876, 30: 1S77, 27; 1878, 26:1879, 56; 
1880. 11:1881, 22:1882. 37:1SS3. 32:1884, 20. This, 
he claim ed, was a poor showing, and w ent to 
prove th at the U niversity was nothing m ore nor 
less than a high school lor the city of O akland. 
He review ed the official acts of the Regents iu 
land and building transactions, showing w hat 
he claim ed was a self-evident fact, th at those 
m en were not com petent to expend th a t fund in 
the be-si interest ot the State. 
Vario 1 of l’lum as replied ot length to the re­ 
m arks of Brierly, an d asked th at every m an who 
was a friend to education to vote against the 
am endm ent and for the bill. The purjiose of 
the Act was to do aw ay w ith th e biennial appro­ 
priations th a t the Legislature was regularly 
asked to pass. 
A iter speeches by Venable and ('.ranger in 
favor ot the am endm ent, and W right in opposi­ 
tion to it, the am endm ent was voted dow n, and 
the bill passed by a vote of ayes 49, noes 14. 
A. B. 4:8), providing lor an ex tra contingent 
fund of $25,000 for the expenses of th e Assem­ 
ble, was passed hv a unanim ous vote. 
A. B. in:’., providing lor th e paym ent of w it­ 
ness expenses in crim inal cases, and A. B. 82, 
enfranchising and restoring W illiam T. W heeler 
to all the privileges o f an elector and the j*oliti- 
cal rights of citizenship, was passed. 
A. B. 1*4. providing for th e rem oval of the 
m ineral cabinet from th e State Library to the 
( rocker Art <iallcry, was lost by a vote i if 35 aves 
to 21 noes. It not having received the constitu­ 
tional m ajority of 41, T aylor gave notice of a 
motion to reconsider. The Ban Francisco dele­ 
gation favored its being rem oved to San F ran­ 
cisco, to th e rooms of the M ining Bureau, and 
sought to am end th e bill so as to give it to them . 
W hen ihev failed in this, th en they voted solidly 
against sacram ento. Speeches w ere m ade on 
both sides, bu t the Crocker A rt Gallery had no 
one to speak for it th at could properly present 
its claims.

T h e D y n a m ite K ill. 
Following is the bill introduced in the 
Senate yesterday by Mr. Vrooman, to pro­ 
tect the public against the use of dyna­ 
m ite and other high explosives : 
An Act to protect life and property 
against the careless and malicious use or 
handling of dynamite and other high ex­ 
plosives. 
The people of the State of California, 
represented in the Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows; 
Section 1. It is the duty of each and 
every person, firm association, joint stock 
company and corporation, manufacturing, 
storing, selling, transferring, disjwsing of, 
or in any m anner dealing in, or with, 
nitro-glvcerine, dynamite, vigorite. H er­ 
cules powder, giant powder, or other high 
explosive, by whatever nam e known, to 
k eep at a ll tim e s an accurate journal or 
book of record, in w h ic h m u s t be en te re d 
from tim e to tim e , as th e y a re m ad e, each 


and every sale, delivery, transfer, gift or 
other disposit o t, by such person, firm,asso­ 
ciation, joint stock company or corporation, 
in the course of business or otherwise, of 
any quantity of such explosive substance. 
Section 2. Such journal or record book 
must show in a legible hand-writing, to be 
entered therein at the time, a complete his­ 
tory of each transaction, stating the name 
and quantity of the explosive sold, deliv­ 
ered, given away, transferred or otherwise 
disposed o f; the name, place of residence, 
or place of business of the purchaser or 
transferree; the name of the individual to 
whom delivered, with his or her address, 
with a description of such individual, suffi­ 
cient to provide for identification. 
Section 3. Such journal or record book 
m ust be kept by the person, firm, associa­ 
tion, joint stock company, or corporation so 
selling, delivering or otherwise disposing 
of such explosive substance or substances, 
in his or their principal office or place of 
business, at all times subject to the inspec­ 
tion and exam ination of the police author­ 
ities of the State or m unicipality where the 
same is situated, on proper demand made 
therefor. Auy failure or neglect to keep 
such book, or to m ake the proper entries 
therein at the time of the transaction, as 
herein provided, or to exhibit the same to 
the police authorities on proper demand, 
shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and pun­ 
ished accordingly. 
Section 4. In addition to such punish­ 
ment, and as a cum ulative penalty, such 
person, firm, association, joint stock com­ 
pany or corporation so offending, shall for­ 
feit to the State, for each offense, the sum 
of one hundred dollars, to be recovered in 
any Court of competent jurisdiction, by 
action at law. Such action may be m ain­ 
tained by any citizen of the State suing as 
a common informer, on behalf of hintself 
and the State, and any num ber of infrac­ 
tions of this statute comm itted by the same 
person, firm, association, joint stock com­ 
pany or corporation, m ay be joined in the 
same action, and the am ount recovered 
shall be collected and taken by such in­ 
former, subject to paying one-half thereof 
into the State Treasury and keeping the 
rest for his own benefit. 
Section 5. Any person who, while in the 
public streets of any town or city, or at, in 
or near to any theater, hall, public or pri­ 
vate school, or college, church, hotel, or 
other public building; or at, in or near to 
any private habitation ; or in, on board of, 
or near any railway passenger train or car, 
or tram or cable road, or car of the sam e; 
or steam, or other vessel, engaged in carry­ 
ing passengers, or ferryboat, or other public 
place where hum an beings pass and repass, 
shall recklessly or maliciously have in his 
or her possession any dynamite, nitro­ 
glycerine, vigorite, Hercules powder, giant 
powder, or other high explosive; or who, 
by any use of such substances, recklessly 
or maliciously intim idates, terrifies or en­ 
dangers any hum an being, is guilty of a 
felony, and, on conviction, shall be pun­ 
ished accordingly. 
Section (J. Any person not regularly en­ 
gaged in the manufacture, sale, transporta­ 
tion or legitimate use in blasting operation, 
or in the arts, of such substances as are 
named in this Act, shall be presumed 
(prima-facie) to be guilty of a reckless or 
malicious possession thereof, within the 
meaning of the foregoing section, if it is 
found upon him or in his possession in any 
of the places or circumstances specified 
therein and intended to be protected by 
this-Act. 
Section 7. No person may keep or have 
in his or her possesion any dynamite, 
vigorite, nitro-glvcerine, giant powder, H er­ 
cules powder, or other high explosive, ex­ 
cept in the regular course of business car­ 
ried on bv such person, either as a m anu­ 
facturer thereof or m erchant dealing in the 
same or for use in legitimate blasting opera­ 
tions, or in the arts, or while engaged in 
transporting the same for others, or as the 
agent or employe of others engaged in the 
course of such business or operation. Any 
possession of any of such explosive sub­ 
stances as are named in this Act is unlaw­ 
ful. and the person so unlaw fully possessing 
it is guilty of misdemeanor, anil shall be 
punished accordingly. 
Section 8. Any person who maliciously 
deposits or explodes, or who attempts to 
explode, at. in, under or near any building, 
vessel or boat, railroad, tram road or cabie- 
road, or any train or car, or depot, stable, 
car-house, theater, school-house, church, 
dwelling-house, or 
other 
place 
where 
hum an beings usually inhabit, assemble, 
lrequent, or pass and repass, any dynamite, 
nitro glycerine, vigorittL giant or Hercules 
powder’ or other high explosive, with the 
intent to injure or destroy such building, 
vessel, boat or other structure, or with the 
intent to injure, intim idate or terrify any 
hum an being, or by means of which any 
hum an being is injured or endangered, is 
guilty of felony. 
Secion!». Any person, firm or corporation, 
who shall take, carry or transport, or cause 
to be taken, carried or transported, any 
dynamite, vigorite, nitro-giycerine, hér­ 
cules or giant-powder, or other high ex­ 
plosive, into the lim its of, or through, or 
across, anv incorporated city or town of 
this State, or in, through, or across any 
harbor, for shipping, in m anner, condition, 
or quantity, or otherwise, iu violation of 
the laws or ordinances of such city or 
town, or of tlie laws or regulations, gov­ 
erning such harbor, shall in addition to 
the penalties provided or imposed by such 
laws, ordinances and regulations forfeit to 
the State of California all such explosive 
substances, as well as the cases inclosing 
the same. Such forfeiture may be sued for 
by any citizen of the State, for him self and 
the State, and the goods or property when 
so forfeited and recovered by judgm ent of 
the Court shall be sold and the proceeds 
divided, the citizen so suing taking one- 
half to him self for liis own benefit and 
paying the other half into the State Treas­ 
ury. Such action may be m aintained in 
any Court of competent jurisdiction, pro­ 
vided that the State shall never be liable to 
any cost or expense for any such suit or 
proceeding. 
Section 10. Any of the forfeitures provided 
in this Act may be taken advantage of, 
and sued fhrand’recovered by any member 
of the police force of any city where the 
same arises, for his own benefit, notw ith­ 
standing anv city ordinance to the contrary. 
Section 11. This Act shall Lake effect and 
be in force from and after its passage.

THE MINERAL CABINET. 


A L o ca l M a tter w ith N o P o litic s in I t— 
T lie A ssem b ly A sk ed to R eco n sid er. 
By but three votes the bill to m ake the 
city of Sacramento cuscodian of the m in­ 
eral cabinet, now in the Capitol, was de­ 
feated in the Assembly yesterday. This is 
very m uch to be regretted. 
It is unques­ 
tionably due to the fact that the members 
have not been fully informed of the facts. 
A motion to reconsider has been made. 
Tlie cabinet occupies room needed for the 
State Library, and hence the request for 
its removal. Two years ago Mrs. E. B. 
Crocker presented to the city of Sacra­ 
m ento a magnificent building, and in it an 
exceedingly valuable 
collection of fine 
paintings, the whole valued at $500.000. 
The building ia fire and bnrglar-proof. It is 
under constant watch day and night. It is 
one of the finest structures in the State, if 
not in the entire country. The city lias in 
charge of the building a custodian, and the 
California Museum Association, a corpora­ 
tion, has there also a Secretary, janitors 
and 
other employes. 
The association 
named, which acts with the city in caring 
for the building, has a Board of Trustees, 
embracing such men as ex-Governor New­ 
ton Booth, ex-Mayor Christopher Green, 
Joseph Steffens, President of the Board of 
Trade; J. W. Armstrong, Superior Judge; 
E. C, Grunsky. of tlie State Engineer's 
office; D. Lubin an J F. E. Ray, m erchants; 
Dr. George Pvburn and others. The Asso­ 
ciation num bers among its members some 
of the leading citizens of San Francisco 
and Sacramento—more members living in 
the first than in the latter city. Their aim 
is to baild up at tlie capital a museum of 
the 
natural 
history 
of the country, 
and encourage study 'in designing, and a 
school of 65 pupils is now conducted by 
them . They are endeavoring to gather in 
the building also exhibits of our products, 
soils, mineralogy, tlie flora, fauna, etc., of 
the State. They m aintain courses of lect­ 
ures and otherwise contribute to the gen­ 
eral cultivation of the public m ind. 
It is 
contemplated in due course to lay the 
foundation of a scientific and art library 
and a laboratory. The building referred to 
is far more elegantly finished than the 
Capitol, and the cabinet could have no­ 
where a more fitting shrine. 
It is con­ 
trolled and m aintained by the city, the 
Mayor being President of the Board of 
Control. The City Trustees recently pre­ 
sented a petition to the Legislature asking 
that the mineral cabinet be left in Sacra­ 
mento and intrusted to its control, to be 
exhibited in the building described. They 
set forth that last year over 5,000 people 
irotn the Eastern States visited tlie gallery, 
and had the cabinet been in it all would have 
had an opportunity to see it. 
In the city’s 
custody it would be as safe as iu tlie Cap­ 
itol. The Librarian cannot give the time 
from his duties to attend to i t ; but in the 
Art Gallery it would be under the constant 
care of competent persons, chosen by tlie 
city. The State M ining Bureau has in San 
Francisco a large collection, and to merge 
this one with it will not much benefit it, 
and will involve the State in cost for its re­ 
moval. To leave it here, however, will be 
to have two exhibits in the State of m in­ 
erals at two distinct points, and thus far 
more people will see it. Since January 
1st nearly 2,000 Eastern excursionists anii 
strangers have visited the gallery, more by 
far than have examined the exhibit at San 
Francisco. The State University has a good 
collection, constantly 
augmenting, and 
does not, say its officers, desire this one. 
The gentleman who made tlie Capitol col­ 
lection, Dr. Jos. M. Frey, of Newcastle, 
writes, urging that the cabinet be not re­ 
moved irom Sacramento, and pointing out 
how, with the Museum Association's work 
progressing, this cabinet can be made here 
more useful to the people. That the bill 
was defeated yesterday is tbe more singu­ 
lar, since the other day the House, with 
scarcely any objection, amended the origi­ 
nal bill, so as to place the collection in the 
custody of the city. 
The State Mining 
Bureau is supported" directly by tlie State, 
is now asking for a sum of money, and the 
people have agreed that it is a right thing 
to m aintain it. 
For this cabinet no money 
support is asked, not even a dollar to pay 
for its removal. 
It is only asked that this 
last 
rem nant 
of 
anything 
tlie State 
has to show 
at 
the 
Capital 
City, 
outside of 
its library, 
be left here, 
and to that end the city offers to take and 
care for the cabinet and expose it to view 
every day in the year to people visiting the 
Capital. ’ Dr. Fre.v says a catalogue of the 
collection exists, and thus an inventory 
can be taken of it on m aking the change. 
The Museum Association lias voted to aid 
the city in care of the cabinet if placed in 
the building, and cluster its own collection 
about it,|but the Association has not, further 
than to appoint a committee to represent 
the facts, made itself prom inent in the 
matter, holding that it should not use any 
solicitation with members other than to 
suggest tlie em inent propriety of acceding 
to the petition of tlie city, as the members 
believe that by so doing the greatest good 
will be done to the greatest number, ami 
our mineral resources thus by sample ex­ 
posed to the exam ination of more people 
than if gathered in a single place. The 
Association only yesterday received from a 
mineralogist in 
Pennsylvania 
a letter 
announcing 
that 
his • visit 
to 
the 
gallery 
last 
year 
so 
pleased 
him ­ 
self 
and 
friends, 
that 
they 
have 
collected and sent to the association for its 
collection an entire line of exhibits show­ 
ing the anthracite coal fiora of the Atlantic 
slope. This simple testimony is but one of 
the benefits of niaintaininir, as the city and 
association do. the exhibition referred to. 
It is to be hoped the Assembly will change 
its m ind and leave tbe cabinet in this city. 
It is a m atter devoid of any other interest 
than a desire on the part of Sacramentans 
to do honor to the State in tbe eyes of visit­ 
ors to tbe Capital city. If the committee 
appointed by tbe association to present tbe 
m atter to the Legislature had been more 
urgent, it is probable tlie bill would have 
passed yesterday. They have probably not 
thought it necessary to now even supple­ 
m ent tbe very clear and Strang petition of 
tbe City Trustees. 
. 
Tlie m atter will come up on reconsidera­ 
tion this morning, and the committee of 
the Museum Association m ight do weH to 
be present to inform the House on any 
point it may desire.

Sacramento, February 27,1887. 
To tite Hon. the Board of City Trustees of the 
City of .Sacramento—G entlem en : Wc desire to 
pliice before your honorable body a few facts 
an d reasons w hy th e police force of this city 
should l>e Incieaacd, and hope you w ill give 
them eareftil consideration and act upon the 
m atter as early as practicable, believing it to be 
u question th at concerns th e w clllare ol th e city 
an d interests o f a ll good, tax-paying citizens of 
Sacram ento. 
T he present police force consists of eleven 
men and a C hief of Police, placed an d distrib­ 
uted as follow s: Two jailers—one day and one 
uiglit—w ho relieve each other after a twelve- 
hour w atch: a bailiff to the Court, who re;>orts 
on duty w ith four patrolm en at 7 o’clock A. M., 
to report off duty at 'J o'clock p. M.—a fourteen- 
hour w atch; an d four night patrolm en, w ho re­ 
port ¡or duty at 8 o'clock p. M., to rem ain on 
w atch for ten hours, or u n til (i o'clock th e fol­ 
low ing day. 
The citv com prises, from A to Y and from 
F in d to Thirty-first streets, a territory o f about 
six square m iles, and a jaipulation o f :»,QOO in ­ 
habitants, and is divided iuto four beats or sec­ 
tions by lines running through .Sixth street 
north and south, an d th e alley betw een J and 
K east and west, on each of w hich an officer is 
detailed. This gives to eacli officer on patrol 
an average of seven thousand five h undred per­ 
sons, and a territory of alsm t one and a n aif 
square m iles to serve din in g th e day or night, 
an d taking the streets and alleys, on an average 
o f about forty-six m iles to patrol. There are 
p a n s of th is territory' w hich do not need th e 
attention o f th e police at all times. Taking 
iuto consideration the size and population, and 
com paring this w ith other cities, th ere is a less 
num ber of police officers by from one-fifth to 
o ne-tbird accordingly th a n th at in any other 
citv in th e State. At tim es w hen th ere are pub- 
lic'dem onstrations, it necessitates the entire po­ 
lice force to do dutv, an d consequently compels 
the day or night officers to rem ain a double 
w atch.' Also, in such cases as have lately oc­ 
curred, w hen residences lit th e outskirts of the 
city w ere entered nightly by burglars; the en ­ 
tire police force was found inadequate, though 
put upon th e night, leaving only the bailiff' to 
do dutv for th e whole city during the day: and 
again, w hen th e Superior Court is in session the 
city is deprived ol such officers as have cases 
there, bv th eir attendance as witnesses, leaving 
at tim es’but one officer to do patrol duty. 
It is true, there have been b u t few crim es of 
a serious ch aracter com m itted iu Sacram ento 
lately, and w h at have been perpetrated have 
been m et and successfully dealt w ith by the 
3resent police force, bu t no one can say how 
ong it m ay continue thus, or how great th e 
need m ar be fo ra greater police protection, and 
we earnestly petition your honorable body to 
increase the’ police force to at least fifteen offi­ 
cers, th a t they m ay m eet any em ergency th at 
m ay arise in our city. 
T here «'an be no question but tlm t the ends ol 
justice an d th e urgent necessities of a city of 
th is size and territory, absolutely dem and the 
increase asked for, and th a t it would bo a m at­ 
ter of econom y, view ing th e question from the 
standpoint of th e increased protection w hich 
would th u s be throw n about th e lives an d prop­ 
erty o f our eitizens, for your honorable Imdy to 
act’favorably upon the prayers o f this petition 
at th e earliest practicable m om ent.

partnership with his son, W m. M. Lyon, 
the firm title being Lyon & Son.

J. E. P. Weeks, and with Josiah Johnson, 
Ferdinand W oodward and others, lie aided 
in founding and m aintaining for a long 
tim e a progressive lyceum of free debate, 
which was for some years a prom inent 
Liberal Thought Society. 
W hile living in 
Sacramento 
lie wrote a work entitled 
“ The Hollow Globe,” which on his return 
to the East he published. 
He wrote and 
published also, “ The Gospel of Nature,” 
and other works, and was correspondent 
for liberal papers and lectured as a free 
thinker here and throughout the East, 
lie was a studious ntun and the chief work 
of his life concerned free thought sub­ 
jects. 
H e was raised as a Quaker, was 
ordained 
to 
preach in the 
Methodist 
Church, but went over to the school of his 
later life from conviction, and was ever 
afterwards its earnest advocate. 
He will 
be remembered by all old residents most 
kindly. 


B u rg la rio u s V isit. 
Some tim e Sunday night or early yester­ 
day m orning, the clothing store of G.

Em m et W ells’ New Y crk Hop Circular 
of January 31st reports a firmer feeling in 
the m arket. There has been some inquiry 
from London for Pacifies, but as the prices 
bid have not m et the views of holders, no 
transactions for export are reported. 
It is 
very good proof, however, that England is 
running short of choice hops, and m ust at 
an early day be compelled to import. 
Last night John Corcoran and J. Tro- 
menschlager had a dispute, during which 
the latter called his opponent names that 
did not belong to him .

attack was m ade and p u t the In d ian scouts 
on the trail, w hich was careful'y follow ed. 
It was soon discovered th a t they w ere not 
p ursuing Indians, b u t a band of M exican 
robbers, as som e ot th eir clothing was 
found secreted near w here th e attack was 
m ade. 
T he M exican au th o rities are con­ 
tin u in g the chase after th e robbers, and 
succeeded in capturing one, w ho was su b ­ 
sequently shot. 
F rom th e story of the 
captured m an it was found th a t th e band 
had disguised them selves as Indians before 
m aking th e attack, and th a t th eir object 
was to secure $600 in M exican silver w hich 
was know n to be w ith th e train.
